"tit Toned "Surro'nate "Kollins for leave to 
sell a lot — the .solo property of the dead 
man, worth about .Sl,000 — to i):iy tlie fun- 
eral expenses, ;amotintiiiL,' to .*81'0 (iu. 
The Siirroijate sent the ca.so to a referee 
tn.'lake proof a.s to the justice of Iho bill. 
'Joseph T.Dcnnis was the undertaker who 
fiirnished the ■ funeral, b\it his claim 
ng.iinst the estate was assigned to other 
parties, who presented it for p;iyinenf. 
CoUin.i, it seems, was a man of intemper- 
ate li:»bits, who h;ul ocea.sion:iliy done odd 
jobs, but for the .six months prior to his 
death had done untiling; for Ids own sup- 
port or thill of Ills fiuiiilj'. Ilisonlyproper- 
ty cnn.sisted of the lot of l.'ind in iiiiestion, 
with a shanty and slable upon it. His 
funeral w.is made to cost as nearly .is pos-

It was lined with No. 1 
embossed satin, covered witli cloth and 
velvet, and decorated with silk fringe, 
rosettes, cords iiiid tassels. There were 
thumb.sorewB of gold and of silver, dra- 
peries of velvet and extension bar han- 
dles, also of silver and g(dd. Tlie iianio- 
plate was also of silver and gold. Such 
was tlie coilin in wlieii John Collins was 
laid, in a satin habit embroidered full 
length. Its cost was .Sr>G'.l, though Joseph 
Quinn, an oxport,ealled to testify as to the 
value of tho articles swore tliat ho would 
have ch.argcd .^^"00. Mr. (>iiinn also stat- 
ed that tlie cofKn of President (;arlielil, 
though co.stiiig $S',>t>, was "a coni- 
inonplated lliing in comparison with 
this, " and tlie referee in his re[)ort 
says that the statement seems probable.
